HISTORY  AND  GOVERNMENT, 


Boothby,  Pierre 
Landry,  W.  G.  Brown.  J.  L.  Barth. 

The  Legislature  hesitated  to  charter  an  institution  entirely  in  prospective 
for  the  education  of  the  colored  youth.  Judge  White  now  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  was  called  on  to  define  1  he  province  of  a  university 
After  his  clear  and  comprehensive  statement  as  to  the  requisites  necessary 
to  constitute  an  institution  of  learning-  a  university,  it  was  confidently  asser- 
ted that  no  such  institution  would  ever  he  needed  for  the  colored  people  of 
Louisiana.  After  prolonged  debate  the  charter  was  granted  and  the  univer- 
sity started  on  its  career.  At  least  half  of  its  founders  lived  until  they  baw 
the  unmistakable  proof  that  their  hopes  ot  a  coming  university  were  soon  to 
he  realized. 

College  of  Liberal  Arts. 

In  1878  the  fust  class  was  graduated  from  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
Though  the  number  completing  this  course  has  been  small,  among  them  can 
be  found  names  that  are  familiar  to  all  who  take  any  note  of  the  progress  of 
the  race,  while  almost  without  exception  all  have  reached  positions  of  influ- 
ence and  great  uselulness.  Not  one  has  been  convicted  of  any  cr  me  that 
world  cause  a  fiiend  of  the  insti  ution  to  blush. 

Normal  College. 

In  1887  the  first  class  was  graduated  from  the  professional  teacher's  course. 
From  a  beginning  that  included  but  little  practical  scientific  tcaining  in  teach- 
ing the  curiculum  has  been  enlarged  until  now  it  may  well  be  doubted 
whether  any  institutien  sends  c  ut  better  qualified  or  more  faithful  and  conscien 
tious  teachers. 

It  is  reason  for  great  gratification  that  they  are  eordiaUy  received  and 
highly  commended  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  many  of  them  are  filling  re- 
sponsible positions  in  adjoining  States. 

Medical  College. 

In  1889  the  Med'cal  College  was  opened  and  each  year  has  been  sending  out 
a  class  of  young  men  who  rank  high  their  profession.  Though  the  income  has 
been  small,  through  the  generous  favor  and  j  ersonal  interest  of  leading  physi- 
cians a  Faculty  has  beeu  secured  whose  exeeptoually  good  work  has  given  the 
college  a  reputation  equal  to  the  best.  With  a  hospital  which  has  been  open 
for  five  veers,  and  for  whieh  a  new  building  has  been  recently  purchased,  stu- 
dents will  have  the  best  adv  utages  a  great  cosmopolitan  city  can  afford. 

Theological  Department. 

Classes  in  Biblical  instruction  have  been  sustained  must  of  the  time  since 
1890.  It  is  hoped  soon  to  do  as  good  and  thorough  work  in  this  department 
as  is  now  done  in  the  Medical  College.

Notes  oi\  College  Co\irses. 


The  collegiate  work  of  the  institution  has  from  the  first  been  of  a  high 
grade.  With  the  growth  of  the  University  it  his  been  steadily  advanced 
until  now  it  equals  that  of  the  best  colleges  in  the  country.  There  are  two 
full  four  year  courses  viz:  The  classical  and  the  Philsophical,  the  Scientific 
course  as  given  in  mast  colleges  being  included  in  the  Philosophical. 
When  desired  the  degree  }>.  S.  is  conferred  instead  of  that  of  B.  Ph.  Only 
thorough  work  by  resident  students  under  the  daily  instruction  of  the  Pro- 
fessors of  the  several  departments  entitles  a  student  to  receive  a  degree.  No 
regular  college  degrees  are  conferred  on  non-resident  students.  Work  done 
ifhder  private  teachers  can  be  accepted  only  after  a  rigid  examination  by  the 
Faculty.  Students  from  other  institutions  can  rarely  take  the  standing  they 
have  hud  before  coming  here  on  accouut  of  the  more  comprehensive  text 
books  used,  and  thorough  work  required.  Those  who  complete  a  college 
course  here  are  never  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  later  competitions  of  scholas- 
tic life.  To  place  the  advantage  of  the  college  courses  within  the  reach  of 
all,  board  and  incidental  fees  are  placed  at  eight  dollars  per  month,  leaving 
only  the  items  of  books  and  personal  washing  to  be  provided  for. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  these  exceptional  inducements  there  may  soon  be  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  college  students.

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  directed  that  a  fall  Theological  course  in  English 
be  arranged  and  the  work  of  the  .School  of  Theology  be  carried  forward  regular 
ly.  The  fact  is  recognized  that  the  extended  and  critical  study  of  Hebrew- 
and  Greek  by  the  best  scholars  of  all  lands  has  brought  the  results  of  the  lat- 
est research  within  the  reach  of  the  English  scholar. 

It  is  not  wise  for  those  whose  educational  advantages  have  been  limited  to 
undertake  to  prepare  themselves  to  pass  judgment  upon  this  work  so  ably 
done  for  them. 

The  aim  of  the  English  Course  is  to  reach  through  the  English  text,and  all 
available  helps,  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry  in 
the  shortest  time  practicable.  It  is  believed  that  this  can  be  done  even  by 
many  pastors  who  are  willing  to  economize  time  for  regular  and  systematic 
study. 

A  certificate  will  be  given  those  completing  the  course. 

Graduates  having  finished  the  Biblical  Course,  may  complete,  in  two  years, 
the  full  Seminary  Course  at  Gammon  Theological  Semminary,  Atlanta,  Ga.

Students  in  the  English  Course  come  under  the  instruction  of  the  College 
professors  as  well  as  teachers  of  long  experience  in  the  Primary  Grades.  The 
need  of  thorough  preparation  for  advanced  work  in  the  Normal  and  College 
Preparatory  Courses  is  so  great  that  special  attention  is  given  to  the  English 
Course . 

Students  should  by  all  means  enter  at  least  the  Seventh  Grade.  The  careful

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GENERAL      INFORMATION 


Admission. 

New  Orleans  University  is  open  to  young  men  and  women  of  all  races  and 
religions.     It  aims  to  give  all  alike,  a  thorough  christian  education. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character. 

No  student  leaving  another  school  during  the  year  will  be  admitted  without 
a  letter"of  honorable  dismissal. 

Students  are  not  admitted  for  less  than  one  month,  and  no  deduction  will  be 
made  forjabsence  except  in  case  of  protracted  sickness. 

Students  coming  from  other  schools  should  bring  a  certificate  showing  what 
studiesjthey  have  completed. 

Students  should  be  in  attendance  on  the  first  day  of  each  term,  so  as  not  to 
hinder  themselves  or  others. 

Examinations,  Grades.   Etc. 

Twice  each  term  all  students  are  required  to  pass  a  written  examination  and 
are  graded  accordingly, 

A'daily  record  is  kept,  in  each  recitation,  of  the  student's  proficiency  and 
averaged  with  the  examination  grade  determines  the  student's  actual  standing 
in  a  given^study. 

A  grade  of  seventy-five  per  cent  in  any  study  is  necessary  for  advancement 
in  all  grades  above  the  Fifth. 

In  all  other  grades  seventv  per  cent  is  required.  These  grades  are  placed 
upon  the  permanent  record  of  the  University,  and  an  abstract  is  sent  to  parents 
at  the  close  of  each  term. 

Students  may  not  take  less  than  four  studies  without  special  permission. 

Those  who  do  not  wTish  to  complete  the  regular  Courses  of  study  are  permit- 
ted to  make  selections,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

Declamations  and  compositions  are  required  of  all  students  above  the  fourth 
grade  until  the  close  of  the  Junior  Year. 

Degrees. 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Bachelor  of  Philos. 
ophy  are  conferred  on  those  who  complete  the  lespective  courses.  Neither  of 
these  is  conferred,  however,  except  after  a  thorough  examination  upon  the  re- 
quired study. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  will  be  conferred  upou  Bachelors  of  Arts  of 
three  years'  standing,  who  have  sustained  a  good  character  and  have  continued 
literary  pursuits.  Application  for  the  degree  should  be  made  to  the  Faculty 
at  least  six  weeks  previous  to  Commencement,  accompanied  with  a  fee  of  five 
dollars.to  pay  for  the  diploma.

Location  and  Building, 

The  University  at  5818  St.  Charles  Avenue  is  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
sections  iu  the  city  of  New  Orleans.     The  grounds  includes  nearly  two  squares- 

The  main  building  is  of  brick,  five  stories  high,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
front  with  an  ell  in  which  is  a  large  dining  room  and  kitchen  on  the  first  floor 
and  on  the  second  floor  a  chapel  30x60  feet  With  the  best  furniture. 

A  new  building  is  now  in  construction  and  is  under  roof  which  will  provide 
nine  additional  school  rooms,  and  a  chapel  with  a  seating  capacity  of  tw  Ive 
hundred.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  some  of  these  rooms  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  before  the  clos"  of  1902. 

Besides  large  parlors  and  society  rooms  there  are  rooms  for  one  hundred  and 
fifty  students  in  the  building. 

The  heating  is  by  steam  and  every  precauution  has  been  taken  for  comfort 
and  safety. 

A  frame  building  36x78  feet,  two  stories  high  is  used  exclusively  for  recita- 
tion rooms.  It  will  accommodate  three  hundred  and  fifty  students,  so  that 
ample  provisions  have  been  made  for  all  who  can  attend. 

The  value  of  the  entire  property  is  $110,000. 

Government  a^nd  Regulations. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  University  to  develop  the  habit  of  virtuous  self-govern 
ment,  so  that  this  will  become  a  fixed  principle  of  character. 
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With  this  end  in  view  the  rules  adopted  are  plain  and  reasonable. 

Students  who  do  not  apply  themselves  diligently  to  their  studies,  who  do- 
not  conform  willingly  to  the  rules,  or  whose  influence  is  evil,  will  be  dismissed.. 

There  are  regular  hours.     These  must  be  scrupulously  observed. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  visit  each  other's  rooms  without  permission. 

Ladies  and  geutbmen  will  not  visit  each  others  rooms  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Ladies  will  not  receive  visits  in  the  parlor  from  gentlemen  except  by  permis- 
sion of  the  President. 

Students  are  uot  allowed  to  make  or  receive  calls  on  Sundays. 

Students  whose  parents  or  guardians  do  not  reside  in  the  city  must  board  in 
the  building.  All  students  in  the  Fourth  Year  Normal  and  Senior  College  Year 
are  required  to  board  in  the  buildiug. 

Students  will  not  be  allowed  io  discontinue  a  study  until  completed,  without 
the  consent  of  the  President  and  the  Professor. 

All  ooarding  students  are  required  to  attend  University  Sunday  School  and 
Preaching  Service  every  Sunday  morning  unless  special  ly  excused. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  a  Chapel  exercise  consistiug  of  singing, 
scripture  reading  and  prayer. 

No  student  boarding  in  the  University  is  to  be  absent  from  the  grounds  except 
by  permission. 

Students  will  keep  their  rooms  clean,  in  good  order,  and  ready  f  r  inspection 
at  proper  times. 

Student  are  not  to  contract  debts,  either  at  the  University  or  with  outside 
parties.  Parents  and  guardians  are  expected  to  provide  in  season  for  all  neces- 
saries and  to  forbid  incurring  debts. 

The  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  or  tobacco  in  any  form  or  of  indecent  orpro- 
f  ane  language,  and  all  other  improper  acts,  are  strictly  forbidden. 


Suggestions. 

We  advise  all  on  their  arrival  at  the  University  to  deposit  their  money  with- 
the  President  for  safe  keeping.  In  this  way  parents  and  guardians  may  provide 
that  their  money  shall  be  spent  for  necessary  school  expenses. 

Money  for  students  should  be  forwarded  to  the  President,  or  iu  his  care,  by 
Post-Office  Money  Order  or  Registered  Letter.  A  receipt  will  be  given  for  alt 
money  deposited.

Young  ladies  should  not  wear  white  dresses  or  skirts,  but  provide  themselves 
wi^h  colored  skirts  and  plain  dresses.

On  arriving  in  the  city  have  nothing  to  do  with  hackmen  or  draj  men,  but  in- 
quire of  a  policeman  for  Canal  Street,  then  take  Carrollton  electric  car  at  the 
foot  of  Canal  or  Haronue  Streets,  which  will  bring  you  direct  to  the  University 
•on  the  street  car. 

Keep  your  checks  till  arrival  at  the  University,  and  your  bagage  will  be  sent 
for  and  you  will  save  money. 

Do  not  start  from  home  so  a>  to  arrive  in  the  city  on  the  Sabbath. 

Students  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term.

Thiiteen  years  a?o  the  Medical  College  of  New  Orleans  Uni- 
versity was  opened.  When,  in  1873,  the  charter  of  the  Universi- 
ty was  secured  from  the  legislature  of  Louisiana-,  by  the  tho  ught- 
ful  prevision  of  Rev.  J .  C,  Hartzell,  a  se.tion  was  inserted  au- 
thorizing the  establishment-  of  a  Medical  College. 

Location  and  Buildings 

On  the  31st  of  May,  1890  the  present  property  was  bought. 
The  building  has  a  front  of  22  feet  and  a  depth  of  114  feet,  is  a 
large  three-story  brick,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  its  lec- 
ture and  recitation  rooms,  dissecting  rooms,  laboratories  and 
rooms  for  clinics  are  well  adapted  to  the  work  of  the  school .  It 
is  situated  in  an  open  airy  space  at  the  corner  of  Canal  and  Rob- 
ertson streets  near  the  center  of  the  city,  and  is  convenient  as  a 
clinic  for  the  large  surrounding  population^  Street  car  lines  from 
all  parts  of  New  Orleans  leads  to  its  immediate  vicinity. 

The  lot  on  which  the  building  stands  is  111x61,  affording  room 
for  an  addition  to  the  building,  which  will  be  put  up  as  soon  as 
needed . 

Advantage  of  Location. 

The  school  is  located  near  the  center  of  the  Metropolis  of  the 
South  and  is  easily  reached  by  electric  street  car  lines  from  all 
parts  of  New  Orleans,  enabling  students  to  room  in  distant  parts 
of  the  city  if  desired.  While  the  mild  winter  season  with  its  Jong 
period  of  daily  sunshine  renders  the  use  of  fuel  unnecessary  and 
makes  a  delightful  winter  climate  admirably  suited  to  persons 
subject  to  catarrhal  and  pulmonary  troubles  or  who  find  the  cold 
©f  the  inland  states  too  severe. 
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The  college  has  an  able  Faculty,  its  charges  to  students  are  low, 
the  tuition  of  $30  per  year  entitling  to  attendance  on  all  lectures 
and  daily  clinics,  wh  tie  living  expenses  are  less  than  in  most  cities. 
It  is  moreover  the  only  medical  school  in  the  far  South  open  to  all 
irrespective  of  race,  color  or  sex.  The  aim  of  the  school  is  to 
give  a  thoroughly  practical  and  scientific  medical  education. 
Students  who  desire  to  pursue  their  studies  here  will  nowhere  in 
the  South  find  themselves  surrounded  by  more  that  is  calculated 
to  please,  improve  and  instruct  them  than  in  New  Orleans. 

Endowment 

Through  the  unceasing  interest  an  indefatigable  labors  of  Bish- 
op W.  F.  Mallalieu,  an  endowment  fund  is  being  secured  which 
will  soon  give  the  Medical  College,  a  much  needed  income  for  the 
better  maintenance  of  the  school. 

The  productive  endowment  is  now  nine  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars. 

Other  endowments  in  the  form  of  annuities  amounts  to  about 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Opening  a.nd  Duration  of  Sessions. 

The  Thirteenth  Annual  Session  will  begin  Tuesday  September 
3,  1901  and  will  continue,  for  26  weeks. 

Four  separate  sessions,  of  twenty-six  weeks  each  extending  over 
four  years  of  study,  constitute  the  curriculum. 

Admission. 

The  school  is  open  to  all,  irrespective  of  race  or  religion.  This 
•college  is  a  member  of  the  Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,  and  is  governed  by  its  rules  for  admission,  which  are  as 
follows: 

From  and  after  July  first,*  1901  no  medical  college  a  member 
of  this  association  shall  permit  a  student  to  matriculate  who  does 
not  possess  a  diploma  from  a  High  School,  Academy,  Normal 
School  or  College  giving  a  thorough  preliminary  education  or 
who  has  n;  t  passed  a  thorough  examination  in  all  the  branches 
usually  taught  in  such  schools.  This  preliminary  education  must 
must  include 
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(a)  A  thorough  knowledge  of  English  Grammar,  Composition 
and  Rhetoric. 

(b)  Mathematics,  including  the  higher  arithmetic,  algebra 
through  quadratics  and  plane  geometry. 

(c)  Latin,  the  equivalent  of  one  year's  study  in  a  good  high 
school,  covering  at  least  one  book  of  Caesar's  Commentaries  or  an 
equivalent  thereof. 

((/)     Elementary  Physics, 

(e)     United  States  History, 

Advanced    Standing. 

College,  members  of  this  association,  may  allow  students  to 
enter  the  sophomore  class  who  have  earned  the  B.  A . ,  Ph.  B.,  or 
B.  S.  degree  from  a  first-class  college]whose  required  course  extends 
over  at  least  three  years  of  not  less  than  eight  months  each,  and. 
who  have  had  an  adequate  course  in  science;  or  students  who  are 
graduates  from  high  grade  colleges,  in  Dentistry,  Pharmacy  or 
Veterinary  Medicine  requiring  for  graduation  at  least  two  annuel 
sessions  of  not  less  than  six  months  each,  providing  such  students 
possess  the  proper  preliminary  education  indicated  in  Sec.  1,  and 
providing,  further,  that  all  such  student  sshall  pass  a  thoroug  h  ex 
animation  in  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  work  of  the  freshman  year  of 
the  college  they  desire  to  enter,  and  that  they  shall  be  conditi  oned 
in  the  remaining  subjects  of  the  freshman  year,  which  conditions 
must  be  removed  before  they  can  pass  on  to  the  junior  year.  Credit 
may  be  given  for  all  work  which,  as  demonstrated  by  thorough 
examinations  has  been  accomplished  in  the  institutions  specified 
in  this  section. 

Colleges,  members  of  this  association,  shall  not  admit  to  the 
junior  (third)  year  students  who  have  taken  the  first  two  years  of 
their  medical  conrse  in  the  so-called  medical  department  of  a  lit- 
erary college  (that  offers  courses  in  the  first  two  years  in  medi- 
cine only,)  without  first  requiring  such  students  to  pass  a  thor- 
ongh  examination  in  all  the  branches  taught  in  the  freshman 
year,  and  in  at  least  three-fifths  of  all  the  branches  taught  in  the 
sophomore   year    of    said    medical    college.       On    the    remaining 
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branches  they  may  be  conditioned  in  the  same  manner  hereafter 
provided  for  students  passing  from  one  medical  college  to 
another. 

Colleges,  members  of  this  association,  may  allow  credit  for 
time  to  graduates  or  students  of  homeopathic  or  eclectic  colleges 
for  as  many  years  (each  of  at  least  825  hours  actual  work  in  col- 
lege) as  they  have  attended  those  colleges,  provided  they  have 
met  the  other  requirements  of  this  association  and  they  take  a 
thorough  course  in  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  and  pnss 
the  examinations  in  these  branches. 

In  addition  to  the  above  requirements  applicants  must  be  at 
least  18  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character. 

Students  are  earnestly  advised,  if  possible  to  take  an  academic 
or  collegiate  course  before  commencing  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  refuse  admission  to  all  persons  who 
have  assumed  the  title  of  At.  I).,  without  having  received  a 
diploma  from  some  reputable  Medical  College,  or  who  have  been 
guilty  of  any  unprofessional  conduct. 

The  examination  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  medical 
building,    at    1   o'clock  p.  m.,    on    Tuesday,    September    3,  1901. 

Candidates  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  this  time,  as 
they  are  expected  to  be  in  attendance  on  the  first  day  of  the  term 
when  the  reguiar  course  of  instruction  begins.  To  be  late  places 
a  student  of  any  class  under  disadvantages  from  which  he  does 
not  in  many  cases  recover  during  the  entire  term.  No  excuse, 
therefore,  except  of  an  urgent  character,  will  be  accepted  from 
any  student  for  failure  to  be  at  school  and  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  term. 

Before  admission  to  examination  every  candidate  is  required  to 
present  to  the  chairman  of  the  Examining  Committee  the  Dean's 
receipt  for  the  payment  of  tuition.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary 
for  the  candidate  to  apply  first  to  the  Dean,  pay  his  fees  and  be 
registered.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  examination,  the  money 
paid  preliminary  thereto  will  be  returned. 
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Instruction  for  Women. 

The  course  of  instruction  for  women  is  in  all  respects  equal  to 
that  for  men.  Most  of  the  lectures  and  public  clinics,  the  labora- 
tory work  and  various  class  exercises,  can,  it  is  found,  be  attend- 
ed with  propriety  by  the  classes  at  the  same  time. 

We  are  gratified  with  the  high  grade  of  ability  shown,  and 
work'done  by  women  in  the  medical  classes.  Everything  will  be 
done  to  encourage  an  increased  attendance  of  women  in  this 
school,  for  no  fact  is  better  demonstrated  than  that  they 
make  successful  medical  students  and  practitioners.  No  where 
in  all  the  country  is  there  a  greater  need  for  women  physicians 
than^among  the  people  of  the  South.  No  field  of  activity  is 
now  open  to  woman  in  which  she  accomplishes  more  good  or 
obtains  better  remuneration  for  services  than  as  a  trained  nurse 
or  physician.

Anatomy. 

Recognizing  the  importance  to  the  student,  of  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  anatomy  as  a  foundation  upon  which  to  build  the 
superstructure  of  a  medical  education,  this  subject  is  made  prom- 
inent, and  is  taught  daily  throughout  the  entire  first  and  second 
year,  while  dissection  is  continued  into  the  third  year.  Anato- 
my is  taught  by  lectures  and  recitations,  bones,  models,  charts, 
and  preserved  soft  specimens  being  used  to  actualize  the  subject 
taught. 

Dissection  of  a  lower  or  an  upper  part  or  half  is  required  of 
each  student,  one  part  to  be  dissected  in  the  second  year,  the 
other  part  in  third  year  of  study.  After  the  dissection  of  each 
part  is  completed,  which  must  be  done  in  a  careful  and  satisfac- 
tory manner,  the  student  is  examined  in  the  anatomy  of  the  part 
dissected,  and  if  he  pass  on  the  same  he  is  credited  there- 
with . 

The  Dissecting  Booms  under  the  charge  of  the  demonstrator  r 
are  so  situated  as  to  be  well  lighted  and  abundantly  supplied  with 
fresh   air . 

Microscopy    and  Histology. 

In  the  study  of  histology  the  student,  aside  from-  his  lectures 
upon  this  subject,  is  required  to  take  a  course  of  practical  work  in 
the  histological  laboratory,  in  which,  after  being  made  familar 
with  the  mechanism  and  use  of  the  microscope  he  is  taught  to 
prepare  sections  of  the  different  tissues  and  organs  of  the  body^ 
mount  them  on  glass  slides  for  examination  and  for  permanent 
keeping.  He  also  studies  the  various  fluids  of  the  body  as  they 
appear  under  the  microscope.  Thus  the  student  is  made  familiar 
with  the  minute  structure  and  appearance  of  the  tissues  and  or- 
gans of  the  body  in  their  healthy  state,  which  fits  him  for  the 
study  of  pathology — those  changes  in  structure  and  appearance  of 
the  tissues  induced  by  disease. 
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Pathology  and  Bacteriology. 

It  is  only  by  possessing  a  knowledge  of  what  constitutes  a 
healthy  structure  and  condition  of  an  organ  or  tissue  that  the 
physician  is  enabled  to  detect  a  departure  from  such  a  condition, 
and  the  presenee  of  a  diseased  one . 

After  the  student,  therefore,  has  become  familiar  with  the 
healthy  structure  of  the  diferent  tissues  of  the  body,  from  his 
study  of  histology  he  is  given  opportunity  to  microscopically  ex- 
amine diseased  organs,  tissues  and  fluids  and  to  observe  the 
various  structural  and  other  changes  wThich  occur  in  them  as  a  re- 
sult of  disease.  The  study  of  the  bacteria  is  included  in  this 
work.  The  object,  therefore,  of  instruction  in  Pathology  as  it  is 
given  by  lecture,  microscrcpical  examinations,  and  attention 
called  to  diseased  conditions  as  they  appear  in  their  various  forms 
in  the  clinics,  is  to  so  familiarize  students  with  these  conditions 
that  they  may  be  able  clearly  to  recognize  them,  and  distinguish 
one  from  the  other,  for  upon  accuracy  in  this— in  diagnosing  the- 
actual  diseased  condition, which  exists — the  success  of  treatment 
depends. 

Chemistry*  General  and   Analytical. 

General  Chemistry  is  studied  during  the  first  year.  Each  stu- 
dent, aside  from  attending  lectures  and  recitations  on  this  snbject 
is  required  to  work  two  hours  daily  in  the  chemical  laboratory, 
where  he  performs  not  less  than  120  experiments  in  a  carefully 
selected  seiies  showing  the  essential  nature  of  chemical  action  in 
which  are  gradually  developed  the  main  facts  and  principles  of 
science. 

Analytical  Chemistry  is  studied  during  the  second  year,  three 
hours  being  given  to  laboratory  work. 

In  both  these  courses,  while  endeavoring  to  make  them  broad 
and  comprehensive,  special  prominence  is  given  to  those  chemical 
facts  which  have  most  important  relations  to  medicine,  and  to 
these  attention  is  particularly  called.  Each  student  is  provided 
with  a  separate  table,  apparatus  and  reagents. 
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Physiological  Chemistry. — Urinalysis 

After  the  student  baa  completed  the  work  in  General  and  Ana- 
lytical Chemistry  of  the  first  and  second  years,  he  enters  upon 
that  which  is  more  strictly  Medical  Chemistry,  prominent  in 
winch  is  a  required  course  in  Urinalysis,  first  quantitative  of  tiie 
ingredients  normal  to  the  urine,  which  is  followed  by  analysis 
of  a  series  of  morbid  specimens  of  a  urine,  intended  to  perfect  him 
in  detecting  by  chemical  tests  those  ingredients  in  morbid  urine 
whose  presence  is  thus  learned,  and  to  recognize  under  the  micros- 
cope the  crystals,  the  anatomical  and  other  morphological  elements 
frequently  found  in  urine,  whose  presence  indicates  the  existence 
of  disease. 

Microscopes  are  furnished  to  students  tree  of  cost,  for  the  study 
•of  Histology,  Bacteriology  and  Urinalysis,  as  these  subjects  are 
pursued  in  the  school. 

Other  Departments. 

The  o.her  subjects  of  the  course,  viz:  'Physiology,  Embry- 
ology and  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics,  Obstetrics  and  Diseases 
of  Women  and  Children,  Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Opera- 
tive Surgery,  Diseases  of  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Hygiene, 
Electro-Therapeutics,  Dermatology,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  Sys- 
tem and  Medical  Jurisprudence  are  taugut  by  lectures  and  recita- 
tions, use  being  made,  in  cases  where  it  can  be  done,  of  such 
models,  charts,  preserved  specimens  and  apparatus  as  serve  the 
purpose  of  illustration  and  experimentation.  This  didactic  in- 
atruction  is  accompanied  by  careful  study  in  the  clinics  of  the 
various  diseased  conditions  which  appear,  and  in  this  way  lec- 
ture room,  laboratory  and  clinical  instruction  are  made  to  supple- 
ment each  other  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

Prizes. 

Dr.  J.  M.  May,  of  Alcorn  College,  Westside,  Miss.,  a  former 
student,  offers  an  annual  award  of  Five  Dollars  in  coin  or  medal 
for  the  best  showing  in  Medical  Diagnosis. 

The  recipient  of  this  prize  this  year  was  Mr.  J.  R.  Sheppard, 
Lodi,  Texas. 
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From  other  sources  a  very  desirable  book,  value  five  dollars,  will 
be  given  to  the  student  passing  the  best  examination  in  Prescrip- 
tion Writing.  This  contest  will  be  open  also  to  Pharmaceutical 
students. 

This  book  this  year  is  a  copy  of  Shoemaker's  Materia  Medica, 
-donated  by  the  F.  A.  Davis  Co.  This  prize  was  also  awarded  to 
Mr    J.  R.    Slieppard.

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recitations  ,  a  written  examination  is  required   of  the   student  in 

all  classes,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  upon  the  studies  of  that 
month. 

It  is  believed  that  this  system  of  monthly  examinations  secures 
the  performance  of  steadier  and  better  work  than  when  examina- 
tions are  put  off  until  the  end  of  the  school  year.  At  the  close  of 
each  session  more  extended  examinations  are  given,  which  may 
cover  the  work  of  the  entire  year. 

The  grades  which  the  students  get  in  their  various  examina- 
tions are  registered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

!  II  The  passing  term  mark  on  any  subject  is  an  average  of  75  per 
cent  out  of  a  possible  100  in  the  examinations  on  that  subject. 
In  the  first  year's  study  of  anatomy,  an  average  of  65  per  cent 
must  be  made  in  order  to  enter  the  second  year  and  an  average 
of  75  in  the  second  is  required,  on  other  subjects  in  order  to 
pass. 

III.  If  a  student  fads  to  pass  on  any  subject  at  the  proper 
time  for  the  completion  of  the  study  and, a  final  examination  oir  a 
subject,  he  shall  not  appear  for  re-examination  orr  that  subject  in 
a  less  time  than  eight  weeks,  except  for  special  reasons,  and  he 
may  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  that  subject,  or 
of  the  Faculty,  be  required  to  repeat  the  original  work  or  study 
of  the  subject,  except  iir  case  of  seniors,  who,  if  the  failure  to 
pass  be  at  or  near  the  close  of  the  term,  may  appear  before  the 
entire  Faculty  for  examination  on  the  study  in  question — a  major- 
ity vote  of  the  Faculty  determining  whether  the  student  passes 
or  not. 

IV.  Students  who  at  the  end  of  any  session,  leave  the  school 
with  studies  not  completed  which  should  be  completed  irr  that 
session,  must  at  the  beginning,  or  other  suitable  time  in  their  next 
year  of  attendance,  take  an  examination  on  all  such  back  studies 
before  they  can  enter  classes  i'i  advance.  Failing  to  pass  in  this 
examination,  they  will  be  required  to  take  over  agairr  the  subject 
in  which  they  have  thus  failed  to  pass. 
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Before  being  recommended  for  graduation  Senior  Students  ap- 
pear before  the  Faculty  for  an  oral  examination  which  with  their 
yearly  record,  determines  their  final  grade. 

Hospital    Advantages. 

The  Sarah  Goodridge  Hospital  occupies  the  building  in  the  rear 
of  the  college  on  Robertson  street.  Students  are  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  under  the  direction  of  the  professors  of  the  school  who 
are  the  visiting  physicians  and  surgeons. 

This  affords  excellent  advantages  for  practical  study  of  medical 
surgical  and  obstetrical  cases,  and  to  become  familiar  with  the 
various  sicK  room  appliances.  The  operating  room  is  well  sup- 
plied with  the  best  surgical  instruments  and  accoutrements.  Hero 
the  Professors  of  Surgery  and  Gynecology  have  during  the  past 
year  performed  many  of  the  major  operations,  before  the  advanced 
classes. 

Students  have  also  been  permitted  to  assist  in  the  dressing  of 
wounds  and  to  learn  all  the  technique  of  antiseptic  surgery. 

A  daily  outdoor  clinic  is  also  held  under  the  supervision  of 
the.  dean  of  the  school.  This  also  gives  students  unexcelled  ad- 
vantages for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  a  great  variety  of 
diseases. 

Fees  and  Expenses. 

The  fees  are  lower  than  any  other  College  in  the  Country.

The  tuition  must  invariably  be  paid  in  advance,  which  means  at 
the  time  of  registration,  and  before  the  student  enters  upon  the 
work  of  tin*  course  in  tiie  school. 

This  requirement  applies  to  all  students,  of  whatever  class  or 
year  they  may  be.  i^o  promissory  note  or  other  paper  not  im- 
mediately transferable  into  U.  S.  Currency,  will  be  received  in 
payment  of  tuitipn.

be  obtained  in  private  families  from  $10  to  $15  per  month.  There  are  no  dor- 
initoiies  connected  with  the  school. 

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

I.  To  graduate  the  candidate  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and: 
possess  a  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  been  in  the  study  of  medicine  four  years. 

HI.  He  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  medical  lectures,  unless  ad- 
vanced standing  has  been  taken,  in  which  case  three  full  courses  must  have 
been  attended  in  some  madical  school  of  good  standing,  the  last  of  which 
must  have  been  in  this  institution. 
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IV.  He  must  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  various  studies 
of  the  course  in  accordance  with  the  iules  of  the  department,  and  have  paid 
all  college  dues  including  the  graduation  fee. 

V.  The  exercises  of  the  Commencement  Program  will  be  arranged  by  the 
Faculty  and  positions  assigned  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  as  they 
may  determine. 

The  authorities  reserves  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any  stu- 
dent with  the  school  at  any  time  on  the  ground- of  what  thev  may  deem  moral 
or  mental  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

A  Word  to  the  Wise. 

During  the  past  few  ye  <rs.  word  has  repeatedly  come  to  us  of  students  who* 
have  been  deterred  from  attending  our  school  on  account  of  yellow  fever  and 
quarantine. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  such  rumors  have  in  some  instances  caused 
students  to  fail  to  begin  their  medical  education  at  all. 

It  perhaps  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  during  the  eleven  years  of  our  ex- 
istence, not  a  death  or  a  single  cause  of  serious  disease  has  occurred  among 
our  students,  nor  has  the  school  been  at  ali  interrupted  in  its  work.  The  stu- 
dents who  have  been  in  attendance,  pay  not  attention  losuch  reports  and  reg- 
ularly present  themselves  for  their  work  at  the  beginning  of  each  term. 

Those  are  all  significant  poiuts  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  more  of  our 
prospectiue  students  will  be  again  misled,  or  kept  from  presenting  themselves* 
promptly  for  the  opening  examination. 

To  Our  Alumni. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Faculty  to  keep  in  touch  with  our  graduates,, 
and  we  should  be  very  thankful  if  eath  one  would  write  at  least  once  a  year, 
letting  us  know  of  the  location,  success  and  experience  of  his  work.  We  will 
be  thankful  for  anyone  noting  an  incorrect  address  in  the  alumni  record  to  in- 
form us  promptly.

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  requests  for  a  Pharmaceutical  College,  the 
management  deemed  it  the  proper  time  to  organize  such  a  school  in  connection 
with  the  Medical  College.  Accordingly  a  capable  and  efficient  Faculty  was 
secured,  laboratory  accommodations  provided,  and  the  school  was  opened  for 
its  first  session  on  Sept.  4th  1900.  The  tirst  year's  course  was  given  and  the 
school  will  reopen  on  Sept.  3rd.  1901,  when  the  first  and  second  years'  courses 
will  be  given. 

'j  her«-  i*a  Large  and  constant  demand  for  competent  Pharmacists,  and  there 
is  perhaps  no  field  open  to  young  people  that  will  offer  so  certain  employment 
aid  as  good  au  income  as  that  of  Pharmacy.  The  demand  is  increasing  and  it 
will  be  many  years,  apparently,  before  the  field  will  be  crowded  as  is  that  of 
most  professions. 
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Thece  are  facts  that  will  doubtless  appeal  to  many  in  the    selection  of  their 
profession.

Phyllis  Whea.tly   Nurse  Tratining  School- 

This  School  offers  two  courses  to  young  women,  one  mostly  theoretical,  the 
other  being  both  Practical  and  Theoretical.  By  this  arrangement,  those  who 
can  devote  but  a  small  amount  of  time  to  the  subject  can  receive  valuable  in- 
formation and  training. 

Resident  Nurses. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  a  thorough  course  of  training  for  this  profession, 
arrangements  have  been  perfected  by  which  a  limited  number  of  yoimg 
women  will  be  received  from  time  to  time  in  the  hospital  as  resident 
nurses. 

Such  as  are  admitted  to  the  school  receive  free  tuition,  uniforms,  board  and 
plain  washing  and  at  the  end  of  two  years  a  diploma.  Books,  underclothing 
and  shoes  must  be  provided  by  the  nurse.  During  the  two  years  of  training, 
the  entire  time  and  services,  under  proper  regulations,  are  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Hospital. 

As  the  number  received  is  limited,  no  one  should  come  to  the  city,  expecting 
to  be  admitted  to  the  class  of  resident  nurses  wi  hout  having  made  all 
arrangements  before  coming,  with  the  Superintendent. 

Whenever  vacancies  ocaur  ho  will  alaiit,  proper  applicants  [on  probation 
which  may  extend  from  one  to  three  mon  hs.  When  the  probationary  period 
has  been  satisfactorily  passed,  the  person  is  duly  enrolled  as  a  resident  nur.se 
and  furnished  with  uniform. 

The  exactions  made  upon  a  nurse  are  such  as  req/uro  mi  ah  strength  of  body 
and  good  health,  together  with  a -patio  it  f  >i  bearing  and  genial  disposition. 
Persons  not  possessing  these  qualifications  should  not  app'y. 

0\itside  Nurses  and  tlte  Special  Co\irse  m 

Midwifery, 

Those  who  cannot  or  do  not  wish  to  reside  in  the  hospital  ao  received  into 
the  course  of  theoretical  training. 

Thestudies  pursued  being  Clara  Week's  Nurse-Train  iug,  Anatomy,  Physiol- 
ogy, Materia  Medi<ja  and  Midwifery.  In  connection  with  tho  recitations,  fre- 
quent exercises  of  a  practical  nature  are  introduced. 

Those  desiring  to  become  mid- wives  will  find  this  course  to  be  especially 
suited  to  them. 

The  tuition  for  this  course  will  be  three  dollars  a  month,  payable  in  advance. 
Occasionally  it  may  be  possible  to  lend  assis:ance  in  the  hospital  or  elsewhere 
and  thus  reduce  the  amount  somewhat. 
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No  diploma  will  be  issued  for  this  course,  but  at  the  end  of  the  specified 
time,  if  all  examinations  have  been  satisfactorily  passed,  a  printed  certificate- 
of  having  completed  the  course  is  granted.

This  Institution  is  located  in  the  Village  of  Winsred,  Baldwin 
P.O.  Parish  of  St.  Mary,  Louisiana,  four  miles  west  of  Franklin 
and  104  mites  west  of  New  Orleans,  on  the  Southern  Pacific 
E.  R. 

SCOPE 

It  was  clear  to  the  projectors  that  there  was  a  dominant  need 
in  Louisiana  of  at  least  one  school  of  a  thoroughly  practical 
charctacr,  for  the  education  and  training  of  the  youth,  of  the 
colored  race. 

This  College  is  tha  outgrowth  of  that  conviction,  and  aims  to 
supply  actual  needs,  without  any  special  regard  for  educational 
theories  or  methods.  The  one  word,  practical,  expresses  our  aim 
and  tendencies.

English  Course. 

The  English  Course  is  the  same  a3  outlined  in  the  curriculum  of  New  Orleans 
University. 

College. 

This  department  embraces  Higher  Mathematics,  Astronomy,  Geology,  Polit- 
ical Economy,  Book-keeping  and  Business  Forms,  Ethics,  Physics,  Botany, 
Zoology,  Chemistry,  Latin  and  English  Literature. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  place  at  the  command  of  those  seeking 
industrial  training  a  higher  literary  education  commensurate  with  a  success- 
ful performance  of  duties  devolving  upon  those  in  the  field  of  sk'lled  indua 
try  aud  in  the  walks  of  higher  business  enterprises. 

The  course  of  study  covers  four  years,  and  is  so  arranged  as  te  include  those 
branches  of  study  in  the  seven  years  of  Preparatory  and  College  Scientific 
Courses  as  arc  most  practical  and  adapted  to  the  active  duties  of  a  trade  or 
business  profession'. 

Music. 

The  Musical  Department  includes  instruction  on  the  Piano,  Organ,  Mando- 
liu.  Violin,  Guitar,  etc.,  and  follows  the  course  laid  out  in  the  New  Orlean3 
University  course  of  studies. 

Industrial  Department. 

Recognizing  the  demand  of  the  South  for  skilled  workmen,  and  the  open, 
door  to  young  people  who  have  trades,  and  knowing  The  obstacles  in  tho  way 
of  acquiring  such,  we  give  the  industrial  schools  particular  attention  and 
offer  excellent  opportunities  to  such  as  desire  to  become  skilled  in  the 
trades. 

In  the  reorganization  of  the  school  the  industrial  feature  ismadeto  receive  a 
(larger  share  of  recognition  than  ever  before. 

The  following  schools  of  industry  are  being  established  and  by  the  opening 
of  another  session,  ifc  is  hoped,  will  be  in  successful  operation. 

I.  A  School  of  Agriculture. 

II.  A  ^chool  of  Printing. 

III.  A  School  of  Carpentry  and  Cabinet  Making. 
IV      A  School  of  Needlework. 

V.  A  School  of  Blacksmith  and  Wheel w righting. 

VI.  A  School  of  Cuisine  and  Baking. 
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Buildings. 

The  Central  Building  is  the  College,  containing  a  Chapel,  six  recitation 
ooms,  Library    and     Heading  room. 

The  Chapel  which  is  58x40  feet  has  recently  been  transformed  into  Primary 
and  English  department  schoolrooms.  The  stage  which  occupied  the  entire 
eastern  end,  and  is  10  feet  wide  with  middle  extension,  has  been  partitioned 
off  and  is  the  repository  of  the  Godman  Libraries.  Our  daily  chapel  exercises 
are  now  held  in  the  magnificent  Trinity  Tabernacle  recently  completed  at  a 
cost  of  over  $7000 . 

The  Industrial  Building,  a  model  of  conveni  nee,  was  erected  through  the 
benefaction  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Gilbert,  our  distinguished  patron,  who  contributed 
$5000  for  that  purpose. 

This  is  one  of  the  of  our  best  buildings,  made  entirely  of  yellow  pine 
except  the  shingles,  which  are  cypress  and  when  stocked  with  machinery  will 
furnish  the  best  facilities  for  machanical  work  and  the  leading  trades. 

It  is  made  so  strong  that  steam  power  may  be  used. 


THE    BOARDING  HALLS. 

Gilbert    Hall. 

Gilbert  Hall  is  occupied  as  a  dormitory,  containing  accommodation  for 
forty  boarders  besides  teachers.  It  has  a  large  room  set  apart  for  study,  and 
two  hours  aTe  devoted  nightly  to  the  preparation  of  lessons  for  the  following 
day,  under  the  supervision  of  teachers. 

The  annex  to  the  Gilbert  Hall  contains  eight  dormitory  rooms,  and  the  Din- 
ing Room.  The  latter  occupies  the  entire  first  floor.  The  annex  is  31x50  feet. 
Gilbert  Hal!  and  annex  will  accommodate  fifty-six  persons  besides 
teachers.  \ 

The  Boarding  Hall  is  conducted  on  the  industrial  plan.  The  work  is  done 
by  pupils.  Board  is  estimated  at  $10.00  per  month,  and  no  charge  is  made  for 
room  rent.  Everyone  pays  $6  00  cash  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  and  works 
two  hours  per  day  and  four  on  Saturdays.  Besides  there  is  a  charge  50  cents 
per  month  for  incidental  fee  and  young  men  5©  cents  for  washing.  At  times 
extra  work  is  done,  and  in  such  a  scholar  receives  at  a  rate  of  six  to  eight 
cents  i  er  hour.  The  past  year  many  of  the  young  ladies  by  doing  extra  work  in 
the  laundry,  and  many  of  the  young  men,  by  doing  other  work,  have  paid  a  lib- 
eral portion  of  their  board  bills  by  their  earnings,  some  earning  in  one  month 
$3.00  to $4. 00. 

Smith  Hall. 

This  b?autiful  building,  a  dormitory  for  gentlemen,  is  so  named  after  Charles 
B.  Smith,  an  estimable  Christian  gentleman,  whose  home  is  in  Hartford,  Conn., 
he  being  the  largest  contributor. 

Last  February  this  building  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Except  mo3t  valuables 
belonging  to  the  occupauts,  all  was  lost.       The  loss  is  covered  by  a  moderate 
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insurance  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  replace  the  building  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation  so  as  to  have  it  ready  for  use  next  session. 

Trinity  Chapel. 

The  school  and  village  church,  with  a  seating  capacity  for  1500  people 
affmis  al^  the  needed  space  and  facilities  for  public  exercises  and  religious 
c.ilt  ire. 

Library  and  Reading  Room. 

The  Library  occupies  a  room  on  the  second  story  of  the  College  building  and 
contaius  about  2000  volumes.  It  is  recognized  by  the  United  States  Government 
as  a  depository  of  public  documents  and  receives  about  250  volumes  of  the  pub- 
lications of  the  Government  annually 

Godman  Library. 

To  these  has  recently  been  added  Dr.  Godman's  great  library,  a  literary 
store  house  of  immeasurable  value,  the  accumulation  of  a  life  time  of  the 
most  discriminating  researches  and  selections.  It  is  immense.  Larger  libra- 
ries there  may  be  in  the  South,  but  there  is  certainly  none  of  greater  ex- 
ce'lence  and  diversity.     It  is  valued  at  $2,500. 

Dr.  Godman's  generous  gift  was  but  the  inspiration  to  bring  two  others  to 
swell  the  treasure  the  excellent  personal  library  of  his  devoted  daughter, 
Miss  Inez  A.  Godman,  and  the  splendid  medical  library  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Godman, 
whose  medical  tastes  and  attainments  made  her  ever  a  discriminating  col- 
lector of  medical  works.  All  of  these  they  have  freely  given  to  Gilbert 
College  out  of  their  great  love  for,  and  an  abiding  interest  in  our  people.

EXAMINATIONS,   GRADES,  ETC. 
Twice .eack  terra  all  students  are  required    to   pass   a   written    examination 

and  are  graded  accordingly. 

A  daily  record  is  kept,  in  each  recitation,  of  the  students  proficiency  and  is 
averaged  with  the  examination  grade,  which  determines  the  student's  actual 
standing  in  a  given  study. 

A  grade  of  seventy-five  per  cent  in  any  study  is  necessary  for  advancement 
in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Grades,  and  College. 

Iu  all  other  grades  seventy  per  cent  isrequired.  Those  are  placed  upon  the 
permanent  records  of  the  Academy  and  an  abstract  is  sent  to  parents  at  the 
close  of  each  term. 

Declamations  and  composition  are  required  of  all  students  above  the  fourth 
grade. 

TEXT  BOOK. 

Students  should  not  purchase  text  hooks  until  they  are  a  signed  to  class 
Books  and  Stationary  of  all  kinds  used  in  the  school  can  be  had  at  the  office 
of  the  Academy  at  cost,  hut  no  credit  can  be  given. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  REGULATIONS. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the   Academy  to  develop  the  habit  of  virtuous    self-govern- 
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nient  so  that  this  may  become  a  fixed  principle   of   character.     With  this  end 
in  viaw,  the  rales  adopted  are  plain  and  reasonable. 

Students  who  do  not  apply  themselves  diligently  to  their  studies,  who 
who  do  not  conform  willingly  to  the  rules,  or  whose  influence  is  evil,  will  be 
dismissed. 

There  are  regular  hours  for  study.     These  must  be  scrupulously  observed. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  visit  each  others  rooms  without  permission. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen  will  not  visit  each  others  rooms  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Ladies  will  not  receive  visits  in  the  parlor  from  gentlemen,  except  by  per- 
mission of  the  Dean  or  Preceptress. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

CAMPUS. 

The  campus  consists  of  about  thirteen  acres  of  high  well  drained  land,  a 
part  of  which  is  used  for  garden,  pasturage  and  orchard,  leaving  a  large  area 
for  the  school  grounds  proper.  These  are  beautifully  laid  off  in  walks  and 
adorned  with  shrubs,  trees,  and  flowers  and  a  beautiful  orange  grove. 

To  the  rear,  bordered  with  picturesque  old  live  oaks,  festoned  with  long 
garlands  of  characteristic  Spanish  Moss  and  bearing  on  its  bosom  much  of  the 
commerce  of  the  country,  flows  the  placid  Bayou  Teche,  famous  in  "  Evange- 
line," in  which  Longfellow  beautifully  describes  the  country  : 

"  Beautiful  is  the  land,  with  its  prairies  and  forests  of  trees 
Under  the  feet  a  garden  of  flowers  and  the  bluest  of  heavens 
Bending  above,  and  resting  its  dome  on  the  wall  of  the  forest 
They  who  dwell  there  have  named  it  the  Eden  of  Louisiana.' 

ADMISSION. 

Gilbert  Industrial  College  is  open  to  young  men  and  women  of  all  races  an  d 
religions.  It  aims  to  give  all  alike  a  thoroughly  practical  christian  educa- 
tion. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character. 

No  student  leaving  another  school  during  the  school  year  will  be  admitted 
without  a  letter  of  honorable  dismissal. 

Students  are  not  admitted  for  less  than  one  month,  and  no  deduction  will  be 
made  for  absence  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sickness. 

Students  coming  from  other  schools  should  bring  certificates  showing  what 
studies  have  been  completed.

Students  should  be  in  attendance  on  the  first  day  of  each  term  so  as  not  to 
hinder  themselves  or  others. 

Students  are  not  to  make  or  receive  calls  on  Sunday! 

Students  whose  parents  or  guardians  do  not  reside  in  the  village  must 
board  in  the  building.  All  students  in  the  Senior  College  Class  must  board 
in  the  building. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  daily  Chapel  exercise  consisting  of 
singing,  scripture  reading  ar.d  prayer. 

No  student  boarding  in  the  College  is  to  be  absent  from  the  grounds 
except  by  permission. 

Students  will  keep  their  room*  clean,  in  good  order,  and  ready  for  in 
spectiou  at  proper  times. 

Students  are  not  to  contract  debts;  either  at  the  Academy  or  with 
outside  parties.  Parents  and  gnardions  are  expected  to  provide  in  season- 
for  all  necessaries  and  to  forbid  incurring  debts. 

The  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  or  tobacco  in  any  form,  or  of  indecent  or 
profane  language  and  all  other  improper  acts,  are  strickly  forbidden,     _, 

SUGGESTIONS. 

We  advise  all  on  their  arrival  at  the  Academy  to  deposit  their  money 
with  the  Dean  for  safe  keeping. 

In  this  way  parents  and  guardians  may  provide  that  th'^ir  money  shall 
be  spent  for  necessary  school  expenses. 

Money  for  students  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Dean  or  i/i  his  care,  by 
Post  Office  Money  Order  or  Registered  Letter.  A  receipt  will  be  given  for 
all  money  deposited. 

Direct  all  letters  and  packages  in  care  of  Gilbert  Industrial  College,  Ball 
win,  La. 

Every  student  should  be  provided  with  rubber  shoes  and  an  umbrella 
also  with  as  much  plain  and  comfortable  clothing  as  will  last  at  least  one 
term. 

Young  ladies  should  not  wear  white  dresses  or  skirts,  but  provide  them- 
selves with  colored  skirts  and  plain  dresses.

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HISTORY  AND  (K)VKKNMKNT. 


Twenty-nine  years  ago,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Hartzell,  now 
Bishop  of  Africa,  the  following  persons  were  constituted  a  body  politic  under 
the  name  and  title  of  New  Orleans  University  viz:  J.  C.  Hartzell,  I.  S. 
Leavitt,  Cyrus  Bussey,  Emperor  Williams,  H  C.  Dibble,  John  Baldwin, 
George  Dardis,  W.  M.  Daily,  M.  C.  Cole,  J.  H.  Ingram,  C.  W.  Boothby. 
Pierre  Landry,  W.  G.  Brown,  J.  L.  Barth.  Of  these  but  three  are  still  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  Bishop  Hartzell,  Rev.  Pierre  Landry  and  Mr.  C.  \V. 
Boothby.     The  rest  have  gone  to  their  reward. 

The  Legislature  hesitated  to  charter  an  institution  entirely  in  prospec- 
tive for  the  education  of  the  colored  youth.  Judge  White,  later  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  was  called  on  to  define  the  province 
of  a  university.  After  his  clear  and  comprehensive  statement  as  to  the 
requisites  necessary  to  constitute  a  university  of  learning,  it  was  confidently 
asserted  that  no  such  institution  would  ever  be  needed  for  the  colored  people 
of  Louisiana.  After  prolonged  debate  the  charter  was  granted  and  the 
University  started  on  its  career.  At  least  half  of  its  founders  lived  until 
they  saw  the  unmistakable  proof  that  their  hopes  of  a  coming  University  were 
soon  to  be  realized. 

COLLEGE  OF  LIBERAL  ARTS. 

In  1878  the  first  class  was  graduated  from  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 
Though  the  number  completing  this  course  has  been  small,  among  them  can 
be  found  the  names  that  are  familiar  to  all  who  take  any  note  of  the  progress  of 
the  race,  while  almost  without  exception  all  have  reached  positions  of  influence 
and  great  usefulness.  Not  one  has  been  convicted  of  any  crime  that  would 
cause  a  friend  of  the  Institution  to  blush. 

NORMAL  COLLEGE. 

In  1887  the  first  class  was  graduated  from  the  professional  teachers' 
course.  From  a  beginning  that  included  but  little  practical  scientific  training 
in  teaching,  the  curriculum  has  been  enlarged  until  now  it  may  well  be  doubted 
whether  any  similiar  institution  sends  out  better  qualified  or  more  faithful 
and  conscientious  teachers. 

It  is  reason  for  great  gratification  that  they  are  cordially  received  and 
highly  commended  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  many  of  them  are  filling 
responsible  positions  in  adjoining  States. 

MEDICAL   COLLEGE. 

In  1889  the  Medical  College  was  opened  and  each  year  has  sent  out  a 
class  of  young  men  who  rank  high  in  their  profession.  Though  the  income 
has  been  small,  through  the  generous  favor  and  personal  interest  of  leading 
physicians  a  Faculty  has  been  secured  whose  exceptionally  good  work  has 
given  the  College  an  excellent  reputation,  With  a  hospital,  which  has  been 
open  for  six  years,  and  for  which  a  new  building  has  been  recently  purchased, 
students  will  have  the  best  advantages  a  great  Cosmopolitan  city  can  afford. 

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Classes  in  Biblical  instruction  have  been  sustained  most  of  the  time 
since  1890.  It  is  hoped  soon  to  do  as  good  and  thorough  work  in  this  depart- 
ment as  is  now  done  in  the  Medical  College.

The  University  offers  a  full  four  years  course  of  collegiate  studies  which 
leads  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.  In  order  to  complete  successfully  this  course, 
thorough  previous  preparation  and  close  amplication  are  necessary.  As  in  all 
other  departments  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  faculty  to  maintain  high  standards 
and  to  insist  upon  thorough  work  in  the  College  Department. 

Academic  degrees  are  conferred  only  upon  resident  students. 
Standing  and  grades  held  by  prospective  students  from  other  institutions 
will  be  accepted  in  this  Institution  only  when  the  President  and  faculty  are 
satisfied  that  work   equivalent   to  that   required   by   the  curiculum   of  this 
Institution  has  been  done. 

Boarding  students  in  the  College  Departments  are  required  to  pay  but 
eight  dollars  per  month.  This  does  not  include  cost  of  books,  laundry  and 
other  personal  expenses.

In  this  Department  the  daily  class-room  work  is  in  charge  of  the  faculty 
of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 

Practice  teaching,  in  charge  of  the  Dean  is  a  part  of  the  regular  course 
and  is  obligatory.  This  enables  the  Normal  Student  to  face  the  problems 
of  actual  teaching,  while  the  suggestions  of  the  Dean  and  members  of  the 
faculty  under  whom  the  practice  teaching  is  done  enable  the  student  to 
solve  these  problems  in  accordance  with  modern  ideals  and  methods. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  thoroughly  equipped  teachers,  the  course  has 
been  lengthened  to  four  years.  While  many  of  our  Normal  students  complete 
the  course  in  the  prescribed  time,  it  is  necessary  for  other  students  to  devote 
an  additional  session  to  the  making  up  of  deficiencies.  In  all  cases  the  need 
of  thorough  preparation  for  one's  life-work  is  strongly  impressed  upon  the 
students.  It  is  expected  that  henceforth  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
graduates  of  this  Department  will  be  able  to  pass  without  difficulty  the 
examinations  given  by  the  State  Board. 

The  thoroughly  equipped  Normal  graduate  will  have  little  difficulty  in 
securing  a  good  situation.  Such  assistance  as  in  any  case  may  be  necessary 
to  the  securing  of  a  school  will  be  cheerfully  given  by  the  President. 

The  great  need  of  the  South  to-day  is  competent  teachers.  The  supply 
is  not  equal  to  the  demand.  We  therefore  urge  our  young  people  of  ability 
and  ambition  to  consider  seriously  the  question  of  taking  a  Normal  Course 
in  this  Institution.

Students  in  the  Eighth  grade  come  ander  the  instruction  of  the 
College  professors.  In  the  lower  grades  teachers  with  thorough  equip- 
ment and  usually  with  long  experience  are  employed.  The  need  of 
thorough  preparation  for  advanced  work  in  the  Normal  and  College  Pre- 
paratory Courses  is  so  great  that  special  attention  is  given  to  the  English 
Course. 

Students  from  schools  outside  of  New  Orleans  should  enter  before 
reaching  the  seventh  grade.  The  careful  and  constant  drill  there  given  in 
Spelling,  Penmanship  and  Reading  as  well  as  the  other  branches  will  give  an 
accuracy  and  polish  to  their  more  advanced  work  that  will  be  of  great  value 
in  securing  positions  as  teachers  or  work  in  offices.

Piano  Course. 


This  Department  affords  superior  advantages  for  the  study  of  the  various 
branches  of  music.  The  courses  have  been  graded  with  care,  presenting  works 
leading  to  a  classical  musical  education.  Instruction  is  given  in  Piano-forte, 
Organ,  Violin,  Harmony,  Musical  History  and  Chorus  Singing.  Under  the 
management  of  the  Head  of  the  Department  occasional  piano-forte  recitals 
will  be  given  by  students  and  others.  During  the  school  year  lectures  by 
the  Dean  on  musical  subjects,  and  monthly  recitals  by  students  will  take 
place. 

In  order  to  graduate  from  the  Department,  students,  must  complete  the 
prescribed  course  of  musical  reading.

PECK  SCHOOL  OF  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 


This  school  is  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  is  a  regular  department  of  the  University. 
Teachers  in  this  department  are  recognized  as  members  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  Institution  and  share  in  all  the  duties  and  privileges  which  pertain  to 
this  membership. 

Two  courses  are  offered  as  follows : 

Domestic  Science. 


OUTLINE    OF    COURSE. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science  is  to  afford  training 
in  the  subjects  which  pertain  to  life  in  the  home. 

Air — its  composition  and  relation  to  fire,  plants  and  to  man. 

Heat — its  principles  and  their  significance  and  use — the  study  of  fuels 
and  cooking  apparatus. 

Water — its  composition,  forms,  impurities,  cooking  temperature,  aids 
to  cleanliness  and  relation  to  food,  health  and  to  plants. 

Physiology — functions  and  structure  of  the  body,  with  special  emphasis 
upon  digestion,  hygiene,  emergencies,  and  home  nursing. 

Bacteriology — the  part  which  bacteria  play  in  nature,  and  their  in- 
dustrial uses;  the  bacteria  of  air,  water,  ice;  milk  and  foods — the  methods  of 
sterilization  and  disinfection,  and  the  relation  of  bacteria  to  disease. 

Dietecties — composition  of  the  body,  its  waste  and  repair,  composition 
and  proportion  of  food  required. 

Nature  Study — the  principles  and  methods  based  on  observation  and 
inference. 

Sanitation — scientific  principles  conducive  to  the  niantenance  of  health- 
ful conditions,  as  to  the  cleaning  of  the  house,  care  of  the  cellar,  water  supply, 
drainage  and  plumbing,  ventilation,  lighting,  heating,  healthful  furnishings 
and  systematic  methods  of  houskeeping. 

Marketing — economical  purchase  and  preservation  of  food. 

Serving — as  to  wholesomeness  and  attractiveness,  the  care  of  the  dining 
room,  and  duties  of  a  waitress. 

Cookery — its  general  principles  and  their  modifications  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  food  for  persons  living  under  widely  varying  conditions,  and  cooking 
for  invalids. 

Food — why  necessary — the  most  wholesome  food,  the  cheapest  food,  the 
best  food,  principal  methods  of  cooking,  reasons  for  cooking,  directions  for 
measuring,  hints  on  how  to  work. 

CLASSIFICATION   OF  FOOD. 

Study  of  food  principles  and  effect  of  heat,  Proteids,  Carbohydrates, 
Fats  and  Oils,  Mineral  Salts,  Water,  Combination  of  Food  Materials. 

Cookery  Course. 

Fuel  Foods — the  study  of  starches,  principles  of  cooking,  digestion,  test 
for  starch,  different  ways  of  cooking  potatoes,  cereals  and  other  starchy 
foods,  their  composition  and  food  value. 

Breads — the  study  of  wheat  and  the  manufacture  of  flour;  the  study'of 
yeast  and  fermentation,  the  baking  of  different  kinds  of  bread,  rolls,  etc., 
quick  bread-: — as  batters,  mufnins,  buiscuit,  popovers,  griddle  cakes,  corn 
cakes,  etc.;  the  study  of  soda,  cream  tarter  and  baking  powder,  the  making 
of  ^baking  powder. 
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Fats  and  Oils — their  composition,  food  value  and  uses  in  cookery. 

Tissue  Building  Foods — different  methods  of  cooking  eggs,  milk,  cheese, 
meat,  fish,  poultry,  game,  etc.,  their  composition,  food  value,  digestibility, 
directions  for  selecting,  and  temperatures  for  cooking-;  the  making  of  soups, 
and  their  uses  in  the  diet. 

Ve?i<' tab les  and  Fruits — methods  of  cooking  and  serving  different  kinds 
of  vegetables  and  fruits — their  composition  and  food  value — the  preserving 
of  fruits. 

Salads — essentials  and  arrangement  of  salads    -garnishings  and  dressings. 

Deserts — the  making  of  puddings,  pies,  custards,  sauces,  jellies,  creams 
and  ices. 

Cake — the  mixing  and  baking  of  different  kinds  of  cake — candy  making. 

Beverages — tea.  coffee,  cocoa,  chocolate  and  cold  drinks. 


Domestic  Art. 


The  instruction  in  this  department  includes  Plain  Sewing,  Fancy  Work 
and  Dressmaking.  Practice  Work  is  given  in  all  kinds  of  hand-sewing, 
cutting  and  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine. 

Plain  Sewing — Proper  use  of  thimble,  needle  and  scissors,  basting  and 
various  sewingstitches;  overhanding.  overcasting,  hemming,  French  hems, 
etc.;  seams,  felling  and  French  seam ;  mending  and  darning;  buttons  and  but- 
ton holes;  piecing  quilts;  making  garments,  such  as  aprons,  underwear, 
shirt  waists  and  wash  dresses. 

Fancy  Work — Hemstitching,  Crocheting,  Drawn  Work,  Embroidery, 
Battenberg,  Fancy  articles  of  all  kinds. 

Dressmaking- — Those  who  finish  this  course  will  be  able  to  do  the  work 
of  a  reoular  dressmaker. 


Stenography. 


The  Isaac  Pitman  System  of  Short  Hand  has  been  successfully  taught 
the  past  seven  years.  Many  young  people  could  easily  fit  themselves  to r 
offices  and  as  private  secretaries  by  one  year's  faithful  work  in  this  department. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

First  Term — Phonographic  Teacher — Practice. 

Second  Term — Manual  of  Phonography — Practice. 

Third  Term — Phonographic  Reporter — Practice  and  reporting  chapel 
speeches  for  College  paper.  Two  speeches  at  the  least  are  required  of  each 
student. 

Thorough  courses  in  typewriting  are  carried  on  under  competent  in- 
structors during  the  entire  school  year. 


NIGHT  SCHOOL. 

A  very  important  feature  of  the  University  work  is  the  Xight  School 
carried  on  through  the  entire  session.  It  is  under  the  direction  of  the  President 
and  is  taught  by  experienced  teachers. 

Night  students  are  charged  $1.00  per  month.  Day  students,  for  night 
school,  50  cents  per  month. 
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THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  has  directed  that  a  full  Theological  course  in 
English  be  arranged  and  the  work  of  the  School  of  Theology  be  carried 
forward  regularly.  The  fact  is  recognized  that  the  extended  and  critical 
study  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  by  the  best  scholars  of  all  lands  has  brought 
the  results  of  the  latest  research  within  the  reach  of  the  English  scholar. 

It  is  not  wise  for  those  whose  educational  advantages  have  been  limited 
to  undertake  to  pass  judgment  upon  this  work  so  ably  done  for  them. 

The  aim  of  the  English  Course  in  Theology  is  to  reach  through  the 
English  text  and  all  available  helps,  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  work  of 
the  gospel  ministry  in  the  shortest  time  practicable.  It  is  believed  that 
this  can  be  done  by  many  pastors  who  are  willing  to  economize  time  for 
regular  and  systematic  study. 

A  certificate  will  be  given  those  completing  the  course. 

Graduates  having  finished  the  Biblical  Course,  may  complete,  in  two 
years,  the  full  Seminary  Course  at  Gammon  Theoligical  Seminary,  Atlanta 
Georgia.

It  is  hoped  that  a  large  number  may  be  able 
to  complete  the  course  while  still  meeting  all  the  obligations  of  the  pastorate, 
indeed,  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  churches  will  gain  much  in  the 
quickened  thought  and  wider  range  of  knowledge  that  will  thus  come  to 
their  pastors.  Local  preachers  and  young  men  thinking  of  entering  the 
ministry  are  earnestly  advised  to  begin  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  great 
work  whereunto  God  has  called  them.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


ADMISSION. 

New  Orleans  University  is  open  to  young  men  and  women  of  all  races 
and  religions.     It  aims  to  give  all,  alike,  a  thorough  Christian  education. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character. 

No  student  leaving  another  .school  during  the  year  will  be  admitted 
without  a  letter  of  honorable  dismissal. 

Students  are  not  admitted  for  less  than  one  month,  and  no  deduction 
will  be  made  for  absence  except  in  case  of  protracted  sickness. 

Students  coming  from  other  schools  should  bring  a  certificate  showing 
what  studies  they  have  completed. 

Students  should  be  in  attendance  on  the  first  day  of  each  term,  so  as 
not  to  hinder  themselves  or  others. 


EXAMINATIONS,  GRADES,  ETC. 

Twice  each  term  all  students  are  required  to  pass  a  written  examination 
and  are  graded  accordingly. 

A  daily  record  is  kept,  in  each  recitation,  of  the  student's  proficiency 
and  averaged  with  the  examination  grade,  determines  the  student's  actual 
standing  in  a  given  study. 

A  grade  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  any  study  is  necessary  for  advance- 
ment in  all  grades  above  the  Fifth. 

In  the  first  five  grades  an  average  of  seventy  per  cent,  is  required.  These 
grades  are  placed  upon  the  permanent  record  of  the  University,  and  abstracts 
are  sent  to  parents  at  the  close  of  each  term,  upon  request. 

Students  may  not  take  less  than  four  studies  without  special  permission. 

Those  who  do  not  wish  to  complete  the  regular  courses  of  study  are 
permitted  to  make  selections  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

Declamations  and  compositions  are  required  of  all  students  above  the 
fourth  grade  until  the  close  of  the  Junior  Year. 


DEGREES. 


The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  those  who  complete  the 
College  course  and  pass  satisfactory  examinations. 

By  vote  of  the  Faculty  and  Board  of  Trustees,  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  may  be  conferred  upon  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  at  least  three  years'  standing 
who  have  sustained  a  good  moral  character  and  have  been  engaged  continuous- 
ly in  definite  literary  pursuits  since  graduation. 

Application  for  the  degree  should  be  made  to  the  Faculty  at  least  six 
weeks  previous  to  Commencement,  accompanied  with  a  fee  of  five  dollars  to 
pay    for    the    diploma.

The  children  of  members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  will  he  granted  reduced  rates. 

Students  should  not  purchase  text  hooks  until  they  are  assigned 
classes.  Books  and  Stationery  of  all  kinds  used  in  the  school  can  be  had 
at  the  office  of  the  University  at  cost,  hut  no  credit  can  he  given.  As  text 
hooks  are  frequently  changed,  second-hand  hooks  should  not  be  purchased 
before  consulting  the  President  or  Dean. 


LOCATION   AND    BUILDING. 

The  University  at  5318  St.  Charles  Avenue  is  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
sections  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans.  The  grounds  include  nearly  two  city 
squares. 

The  main  building  is  of  brick,  five  stories  high,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  front,  with  an  ell  in  which  is  a  large  dining  room  and  kitchen  on  the 
first  floor  and  on  the  second  floor  a  chapel  36x60  feet. 

Besides  large  parlors  and  society  rooms  there  are  rooms  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  students  in  the  building. 

The  heating  is  by  steam  and  every  precaution  has  been  taken  for  comfort 
and  safety. 

A  frame  building  36x78  feet,  two  stories  high,  is  used  exclusively  for 
recitation  rooms.  It  will  accommodate  three  hundred  and  fifty  students,  so 
that  ample  provisions  have  been  made  for  all  who  may  attend. 

The  main  building  is  provided  with  fire  escapes. 

The  value  of  the  entire  property  is  .$110,000.00.

f  STUDENTS   AID   AND   SELF  HELP. 

During;  the  present  year  nearly  all  the  students  who  have  expressed  a 
desire  to  work  about  the  building  and  grounds  have  been  given  employment 
and  have  been  paid  liberally  for  the  work  done.  The  present  system  will 
be  continued  next  year,  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  employment 
will  be  taken  away  from  such  as  do  not  perform  their  work  in  a  quiet  and 
willing  manner.  Parents  and  guardians  are  earnestly  requested  not  to 
permit  their  children  to  discontinue  work  without  consulting  the  President. 


GOVERNMENT  AND  REGULATIONS. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  University  to  develop  the  habit  of  virtuous  self- 
government,  so  that  this  will  become  a  fixed  principle  of  character.  With 
this  end  in  view  the  rules  adopted  are  plain  and  reasonable. 

Students  who  do  not  apply  themselves  diligently  to  their  studies,  who 
do  not  conform  willingly  to  the  rules,  or  whose  influence  is  evil,  will  be  sus- 
pended or  expelled  at  the  discretion  of  the  President. 

There  are  regular  hours.     These  must  be  scrupulously  observed. 

Ladies  will  not  receive  visits  in  the  parlor  from  gentlemen  except  by 
permission  of  the  President. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  make  or  receive  calls  on  Sundays. 

Students  whose  parents  or  guardians  do  not  reside  in  this  city  must 
board  in  the  building.  All  students  in  the  Fourth  Year  Normal  and  Senior 
College  Year  are  required  to  board  in  the  building. 

Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  discontinue  a  study  until  completed 
without  the  consent  of  the  President  and  the  professor. 

All  boarding  students  are  required  to  attend  University  Sunday  School, 
Preaching  Service,  afternoon  quiet  hour  and  Evening  Services. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  a  daily  Chapel  exercise  consisting 
of  singing,  Scripture  reading  and  prayer. 

No  student  boarding  in  the  University  is  to  be  absent  from  the  grounds 
except  by  permission. 

Students  will  keep  their  rooms  clean,  in  good  order,  and  ready  for  inspec- 
tion at  proper  times. 

Students  must  not  contract  debts,  either  at  the  University  or  with  outside 
persons.  Parents  and  guardians  are  expected  to  provide  in  season  for  all 
necessaries  and  to  forbid  incurring  debts. 

The  use  of  intoxicating  liqours  or  tobacco  in  any  form,  using  indecent 
or  profane  language,  and  all  other  improper  acts  are  strictly  forbidden. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  have  in  their  possession  fire-arms  of  any  kind. 
Students  must  deposit  twenty-five  cents  for  room  key,  which  will  be 
refunded  at  the  end  of  the  session  when  the  kev  is  returned. 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

We  advise  all  on  their  arrival  at  the  University  to  deposit  their  money 
with  the  President  for  safe  keeping.  In  this  way  parents  and  guardians 
may  provide  that  their  money  shall  be  spent  only  for  necessary  school  expenses 

Money  for  students  should  be  forwarded  to  the  President,  or  in  his 
care,  by  Post-office  Money  Order  or  Registered  Letter.  A  receipt  will  be 
given  for  all  money  deposited.

University,  5318  St.  Charles  Avenue,  New  Orleans,  La. 

Every  student  should  be  provided  with  rubber  shoes  and  an  umbrella, 
also  with  plain  and  comfortable  clothing  to  last  at  least  one  term. 

Young  ladies  should  not  wear  white  dresses  or  skirts,  but  provide 
themselves  with  colored  skirts  and  plain  dresses. 

Simplicity  in  dress  is  encouraged.

On  arriving  in  the  city  have  nothing  to  do  with  hackmen  or  draymen, 
but  inquire  of  a  policeman  for  Canal  Street,  then  take  a  St.  Charles  Avenue 
or  St.  Charles  Belt  electric  car,  at  the  foot  of  Canal  or  Baronne  Streets. 
which  will  bring  you  direct  to  the  University  on  the  street  car. 

Keep  your  checks  till  arrival  at  the  University,  and  your  baggage  will 
be  sent  for  and  delivered  at  the  least  possible  expense. 

Do  not  start  from  home  so  as  to  arrive  in  the  city  on  the  Sabbath.

FOUNDED    IN    1889. 

Sixteen  years  ago  the  Medical  College  of  New  Orleans  University  was 
opened.     When,  in  1873,  the  charter  of  the  University  was  secured  from  the; 
Legislature  of  Louisiana,  by  the  thoughtful  provision  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Hartzell 
now  Bishop  of  Africa,  a  section  was  inserted,  authorizing  the  establishment, 
of  a  Medical  College. 

CHANGE    OF    NAME. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  May,  1901,  following  the  action 
by  the  Board  in  Cincinnati,  the  name  of  the  Medical  Department  was  changed 
to  Flint  Medical  College  of  New  Orleans  University. 

This  was  done  in  honor  of  Mr.  John  D.  Flint,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  who 
from  the  first  has  been  a  benefactor  and  more  recently  has  provided  so  liberally 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Hospital  and  Nurse  Training  School. 

LOCATION  AND   BUILDINGS. 

On  the  31st  of  May,  1890,  the  present  property  was  bought.  The 
building  has  a  front  of  22  feet  and  a  depth  of  114  feet;  is  a  large  three-story 
brick  structure,  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  Its  lecture  and  recitation  rooms 
dissecting  rooms,  laboratories  and  rooms  for  clinics  are  well  adapted  to  the 
work  of  the  school.  It  is  situated  in  an  open  airy  space  at  the  corner  of 
Canal  and  Robertson  Streets,  near  the  center  of  the  city,  and  is  convenient  as 
a  clinic  for  the  large  surrounding  population.  Street  car  lines  from  all  parts 
of  New  Orleans  lead  to  its  immediate  vicinity. 

The  lot  on  which  the  building  stands  is  114x64  feet,  affording  room  for 
an  addition  to  the  building,  which  will  be  put  up  as  soon  as  needed. 

ADVANTAGE   OF  LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  near  the  center  of  the  Metropolis  of  the  South  and 
is  easily  reached  by  electric  street  car  lines  from  all  parts  of  New  Orleans 
enabling  students  to  room  in  distant  parts  of  the  city  if  they  so  deisre.  The 
mild  winter  season,  with  its  long  period  of  daily  sunshine,  renders  the  use  of 
fuel  almost  unnecessary,  and  makes  a  delightful  winter  climate,  rendering 
New  Orleans  a  most  delightful  place  in  which  to  live. 

The  College  has  an  able  Faculty.  Its  charges  to  students  are  low,  the 
tuition  of  $40.00  per  year  entitling  to  attendance  on  all  lectures  and  daily 
clinics,  while  living  expenses  are  less  than  in  most  cities.  It  is  moreover 
the  only  medical  school  in  the  far  South  open  to  colored  students.  The 
aim  of  the  school  is  to  give  a  thoroughly  practical  and  scientific  medical 
education.  Students  who  desire  to  pursue  their  studies  here  will  nowhere 
in  the  South  find  themselves  surrounded  by  more  that  is  calculated  to  please, 
improve  and  instruct  them  than  in  New  Orleans. 

ENDOWMENT. 

Through  the  unceasing  interest  and  indefatigable  labors  of  Bishop  W. 
F.  Mallalieu,  an  endowment  fund  is  being  secured  which  will  soon  give  the 
Medical  College  a  needed  income  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  school 
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OPENING  AND  DURATION  OF  SESSIONS. 


The  Sixteenth  Annual  Session  will  begin  Tuesday,  September  26,  1905, 
and  will  continue  for  30  weeks. 

Four  separate  sessions,    extending   over   four  years    of   study    are    re. 
quired  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 


ADMISSION. 

The  school  is  open  to  all,  irrespective  of  sex,  or  religion. 

The  following  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Medical  course  have 
been  adopted  by  the  Association  of  Medical  Colleges.  Flint  Medical  College 
is  a  member  of  this  Association.  In  order  to  retain  this  membership  it  will 
be  necessary  to  insist  that  all  who  are  received  into  the  entering  class  hence- 
forth shall  comply  with  these  requirements: 

1.  A  bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university. 

2.  In  case  the  applicant  has  not  received  his  bachelor's  degree  a 
diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  academy  having  a 
course  equal  to  that  of  the  corresponding  departments  of  New  Orleans 
University  will  be  accepted  and  an  opportunity  will  be  given  the  student  to 
make  up  his  Latin  or  sciences  if  he  is  deficient  in  these. 


3.  In  case  the  applicant  has  no  acceptable  diploma  he  must  stand  an 
examination  in  all  the  studies  included  in  a  full  college  preparatory  course- 
If  the  applicant  passes  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  these  studies  he  will 
be  matriculated  without  condition.  A  student  may  be  allowed  to  enter  on  his 
medical  work  conditioned  in  not  more  than  two  studies,  and  these  conditions 
must  be  removed  by  satisfactory  examination  before  he  is  allowed  to  entej 
on  the  second  year  of  his  medical  course. 


Section  4.  Colleges,  members  of  this  Association,  are  free  to  honor 
official  credentials  from  medical  colleges  of  equal  requirements,  excepting 
the  branches  of  study  embraced  in  the  last  year  of  their  own  curriculum. 


In  addition  to  the  above  requirements,  applicants  must  be  at  least  17 
years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character. 
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Students  are  earnestly  advised,  to  take  if  possible  an  academic  or  collegiate 
course  before  commencing  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  refuse  admission  to  all  persons  who  have  assumed 
the  title  of  M.  D.,  without  having  received  a  diploma  from  some  reputable 
Medical  College,  or  who  have  been  guilty  of  any  unprofessional  conduct. 

The  examination  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  college  building,  at  2 
o'clock  p.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  September  26,  1905. 

Candidates  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  this  time,  as  they  are 
expected  to  be  in  attendance  on  the  first  day  of  the  term  when  the  regular 
course  of  instruction  begins.  To  be  late,  places  a  student  of  any  class  under 
disadvantages,  from  which  he  does  not  in  many  cases  recover  during  the 
entire  term. 

Actual  attendance  on  85  per  cent,  of  all  the  exercises  of  each  subject 
will  be  required,  in  order  that  students  receive  credit  for  time  on  such  subject. 

No  student  will  be  enrolled  for  the  session  after  October  30th. 

Before  admission  to  examination  every  candidate  is  required  to  present 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Examining  Committee  the  Dean's  receipt  for  the  pay- 
ment of  tuition.  It  will  therefore  be  neceassary  for  the  candidate  to  apply  first 
to  the  Dean,  pay  his  fees  and  be  registered.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  the 
examination  the  money  paid  preliminary  thereto  will  be  returned. 


INSTRUCTION  FOR  WOMEN. 

The  course  of  instruction  for  women1  is  in  all  respects  equal  to  that  for 
men.  Most  of  the  lectures  arid  public  clinics,  the  laboratory  work  and  various 
class  exercises,  can,  it  is  found,  be  attended  with  propriety  by  the  classes  at 
the  same  time. 

We  are  gratifieol  with  the- high  grade  of  ability  shown,  and  work  dqne  by, 
women  in  the  medical  passes.  Everything  will  be  done  to  encourage  an 
increased  attendance-  (j^women  in. this  school  tor  no  fact  is  better  demonstrated 
than  that  they  ma^ft.^ccessful  medical  students  and  practitiQners,  No, 
where  in  all  the  country  is  there  a  greater  need  for  women  physicians  than 
among  the  people  of  the  South.  No  field  of  activity  is  now  open  to  woman  in 
which  she  accomplishes  more  good  or  obtains  better  remuneration  for  services 
than  as  a  trained  nurse  or  physician:    •'■

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


ANATOMY. 

Recognizing  the  importance  to  the  student,  of  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  anatomy  as  a  foundation  upon  which  to  build  the  superstructure  of  a 
medical  education,  this  subject  is  made  prominent,  and  is  taught  daily 
throughout  the  entire  first  and  second  years,  while  dissection  is  continued 
into  the  third  year.  Anatomy  is  taught  by  lectures  and  recitations,  bones, 
models,  charts,  and  preserved  soft  specimens  being  used  to  actualize  the 
subject  taught. 

Dissection  of  a  lower  or  an  upper  half  is  required  of  each  student,  one 
part  to  be  dissected  in  the  second  year,  the  other  part  in  the  third  year  of 
study.  After  the  dissection  of  each  part  is  completed,  which  must  be  done 
in  a  careful  and  satisfactory  manner,  the  student  is  examined  in  the  anatomy 
of  the  part  dissected,  and  if  he  pass  on  the  same  he  is  credited  therewith. 

The  Dissecting  Rooms  are  under  the  charge  of  the  demonstrator,  and  are 
so  situated  as  to  be  well  lighted  and  abundantly  supplied  with  fresh  air. 


MICROSCOPY'  AND  HISTOLOGY. 

1.  The  Microscopical  Laboratory  is  well  equipped  with  microscopes  with 
immersion  lenses,  microlomes,  and  apparatuses  necessary  for  histological, 
physiological,  bacteriological  and  pathological  work.  The  student  after 
being  made  familiar  with  the  mechanism  and  use  of  the  microscope  is  in- 
structed in  the  method  of  fixing,  hardening,  embedding,  staining,  cutting, 
mounting  and  recognizing  specimens  of  all  the  important  organs  and  tissues 
in  the  body  with  which  he  is  supplied  and  which  becomes  his  property.  Two 
laboratory  periods  of  two  and  half  hours  each  are  given  each  week  to  Histology 
ogether  with  recitation  from  the  Text  Book. 
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BACTERIOLOGY. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  well  fitted  with  all  the  modern  applian- 
ces requisite  for  work  along  this  line.  Special  attention  is  given  to  technique 
and  the  identification  of  both  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-or- 
ganisms. The  course  consists  of  two  laboratory  periods,  two  recitations, 
and  one  lecture  a  week.  In  view  of  the  high  importance  which  this  subject 
has  in  recent  years  assumed  as  a  branch  of  scientific  medicine,  a  thorough 
mastery  of  its  principles  is  expected  of  all  students.  This  subject  it  taught 
to  third  year  students  during  the  first  half  of  the  Session. 

PATHOLOGY. 

This  subject  is  taught  by  recitations,  lectures  and  practical  work.  The 
Sarah  Goodridge  Hospital  furnishes  a  variety  of  material  for  the  exhibition 
and  explanation  of  fresh  naked-eye  specimens  and  a  series  of  illustrative 
microscopic  sections  is  given  to  each  student  for  mounting. 

Special  individual  work  in  pathological  histology  is  encouraged  and 
students  are  regularly  assigned  to  prepare  papers  on  pathological  subjects 
for  discussion  by  the  Class  in  conference.  General  pathology  is  taken  up  by 
third  year  students  during  the  latter  half  of  the  Session,  and  Special  pathology 
by  fourth  year  students  throughout  the  Session. 

GENERAL  CHEMISTRY. 

Instruction  in  this  subject  begins  with  Medical  physics  and  is  given  to 
first  year  students  by  means  of  lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

'  Organic  Chemistry  including  qualitative  analyses  is  taught  next  in  the 
same  manner.  Each  student  is  assigned  a  desk  in  the  Laboratory,  fitted  with 
the  necessary  reagents  and  he  performs  for  himself  numerous  experiments 
and  manipulations  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  and  his  assistants. 

MEDICAL  CHEMISTRY. 

This  course  is  given  to  second  year  students.  It  begins  with  Organic 
Chemistry  and  includes  the  examination  of  urine,  digestive  juices,  milk  and 
drugs.  It  is  largely  practical  and  free  use  is  made  of  the  microscope  in  the 
teaching  of  the  subject. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

The  study  of  Physiology  is  justly  regarded  by  all  educators  as  one  of 
the  most  important  of  the  course,  for  a  thorough  insight  into  the  condition 
of  the  diseased  system  is  hardly  possible  without  a  clear  conception  of  the 
normal  physiological  processes. 

Two  years  are  given  to  this  subject  and  the  work  consists  in  dailv  recita- 
tions using  Kirke's  text  book  as  a  guide. 

A  considerable  amount  of  laboratory  work  is  carried  on  by  the  classes 
and  frequent  use  is  made  of  the  microscope  and  other  aids  in  this  study. 
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MATERIA   MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 

Everybody  recognizes  the  fact  that  a  doctor  must  know  something 
about  his  medicines.  Too  often,  however,  he  knows  but  little  more  than 
the  name,  dose  and  a  disease  or  so  in  which  the  medicine  is  used. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  chair  to  make  the  students  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  drugs,  which  he  must  so  often  use. 

Especial  stress  is  laid  on  the  physiological  actions  of  a  remedy  and 
from  this  the  rationale  of  its  use  in  disease.  Much  attention  is  also  given 
to  the  subject  of  prescription  writing.  A  cabinet  of  the  official  drugs  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia,  has  been  recently  purchased  and  is  found  to  be  of  marked 
value  in  introducing  the  study  of  drugs. 


GYNECOLOGY. 

A  large  part  of  the  outdoor  clinic  consists  of  gynecological  cases. 

Students  under  the  direction  of  the  Physician  have  special  opportunities 
for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  various  diceases  occurring  under  this  head. 

In  addition  to  this,  daily  recitations  are  required  during  the  first  half 
of  the  Junior  and  Senior  years. 

Through  the  liberality  and  interest  of  Dr.  T.  Everette  Speed  of  the 
class  of  '94,  an  annual  cash  prize  of  five  dollars  will  be  awarded  the  member 
of  the  Senior  class  making  the  best  record  in  this  work. 


OBSTETRICS. 

This  branch  is  taught  both  by  lectures  and  recitations.  In  addition  to 
the  class  room  work,  frequent  clinics  are  given,  demonstrating  methods  of 
examination  and  diagnosis. 

Students  are  permitted  to  witness  confinements  occurring  in  the  Hospital 
and  occasionally  others  in  private  practice,  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
attending  physicians. 


SURGERY. 

This  chair  receives  the  attention  due  to  its  importance. 

The  course  extends  throughout  the  third  and  fourth  years.  Two  or 
three  didactic  lectures  occur  each  week.  These  are  alternated  with  quiz 
classes.  Frequent  operations  illustrating  both  major  and  minor  surgery 
occur  before  the  class.  Students  under  the  direction  of  those  in  charge 
take  their  turns  in  dressing  the  minor  cases,  and  thus  receive  practical  instruc- 
tion in  the  application  of  various  dressings,  use  of  instruments  and  appliances 
and  in  bandaging. 


THEORY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE. 

This  work  consists  of  daily  recitations  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years.  It  is  well  recognized  that  class  room  instruction  is  of  itself  insufficient 
to  prepare  a  student  for  his  work,  consequently,  frequent  clinical  lectures  and 
attendants  on  bedside  clinic  both  in  the  hospital  and  in  the  home  are 
utilized  in  order  to  thoroughly  familiarize  the  student  with  the  protean 
manifestations  of  disease.  The  exact  laboratory  methods  of  diagnosis  are  also 
insisted  upon  when  possible. 
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OTHER  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  other  subjects  of  the  course,  viz:  Diseases  of  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat,  Hygiene,  Genito-Urinary  Diseases,  Electro-Therapeutics,  Dermatolo- 
gy, Diseases  of  the  Nervous  Ssytem  and  Medical  Jurisprudence  are  taught 
by  lectures  and  recitations,  use  being  made,  in  cases  where  it  can  be  done, 
of  such  models,  charts,  preserved  specimens  and  apparatus  as  serve  the 
purpose  of  illustration  and  experimentation.  The  didactic  instruction  is 
accompanied  by  careful  study  in  the  clinics  of  the  various  diseased  conditions 
which  appear,  and  in  this  way  lecture  room,  laboratory  and  clinical  instruction 
are  made  to  supplement  each  other  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

PRIZES. 

Dr.  J.  M.  May,  of  Alcorn  College,  Westside,  Miss.  ,a  former  student,  offers 
an  annual  award  of  Five  Dollars  in  coin  or  medal,  for  the  best  showing  in 
Medical  Diagnosis,  made  by  a  member  of  the  Senior  class.

RULES  CONCERNING  EXAMINATION. 

The  President  offers  an  annual  award  of  Five  Dollars,  to  the  Senior 
passing  the  best  oral  examination  before  the  faculty 

Aside  from  the  frequent  quizzes  which  the  professors  give  the  students 
on  the  subject  upon  which  they  have  lectured  or  held  recitations,  a  written 
examination  is  required  of  the  student  in  all  classes,  at  the  end  of  each  month, 
upon  the  studies  of  that  month. 

It  is  believed  that  this  system  of  monthly  examinations  secures  the 
performance  of  steadier  and  better  work  than  when  examinations  are  put  off 
until  the  end  of  the  school  year.  At  the  close  of  each  session  more  extended 
examinations  may  be  given,  which  may  cover  the  work  of  the  entire  year. 

The  grades  which  the  students  get  in  their  various  examinations  are 
registered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

The  passing  term  mark  on  any  subject  is  an  average  of  75  per  cent, 
out  of  a  possible  100  in  the  examinations  on  that  subject.  In  the  first  year's 
study  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  an  average  of  65  per  cent,  must  be  made 
in  order  to  enter  the  second  year  and  an  average  of  75  in  the  second  is  required, 
on  other  subjects,  in  order  to  pass. 
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If  a  student  fails  to  pass  on  any  subject  at  the  proper  time  for  the 
monthly  or  final  examination  on  a  subject,  he  shall  not  appear  for  re-exam- 
ination on  that  subject  in  a  less  time  than  eight  weeks,  except  for  special 
reasons,  and  he  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  that 
subject,  or  of  the  Faculty,  be  required  to  repeat  the  original  work  or  study 
of  the  subject,  except  in  case  of  seniors,  who,  if  the  failure  to  pass  be  at  or 
near  the  close  of  the  term,  may  appear  before  the  entire  Faculty  for  examina- 
tion on  the  study  in  question — a  majority  vote  of  the  Faculty  determining 
whether  the  student  passes  or  not. 

Students  who  at  the  end  of  any  session,  leave  the  school  with 
studies  not  completed,  which  should  be  completed  in  that  session,  must  at 
the  beginning,  or  other  suitable  time  in  their  next  year  of  attendance,  take 
an  examination  on  all  such  back  studies  before  they  can  enter  classes  in 
advance.  Failing  to  pass  in  this  examination,  they  will  be  required  to  take 
over  again  the  subject  in  which  they  have  thus  failed  to  pass.  Examinations, 
however,  are  not  received  in  lieu  of  full  attendance  of  the  recitations  and 
lectures. 

Before  being  recommended  for  graduation  Senior  Students  appear 
before  the  Faculty  for  an  oral  examination  on  all  the  branches  of  the  course. 

This  with  their  yearly  record,  determines  their  final  grade. 

TEXT   BOOKS. 

Students  are  required  to  have  a  standard  text  book  on  each  subject. 
Where  more  than  one  book  is  named,  the  first  is  the  recommended  text 
book.     The  others  are  books  of  reference.

At 
the  opening  of  last  session,  however,  a  room  was  secured  and  appropriately 
fitted  up,  and  supplied  with  the  best  of  our  medical  periodicals.  These 
with  the  books  of  our  references  at  hand,  have  furnished  invaluable  aid  to 
♦he    tudent.     The  library  consists  of  about  one  thousand  bound  volumes. 
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HOSPITAL  ADVANTAGES. 

The  Sarah  Goodridge  Hospital  occupies  the  building  in  the  rear  of  the 
college  on  Robertson  Street.  Students  are  admitted  to  Hospital  under  the 
direction  of  the  Dean  of  the  school,  who  is  the  Physician  in  Charge. 

This  affords  excellent  advantages  for  practical  study  of  medical,  surgical 
and  obstetrecal  cases,  and  to  become  familiar  with  the  various  sick  room 
appliances.  The  operating  room  is  well  supplied  with  the  best  surgical 
instruments  and  accoutrements.  Here  the  Professors  of  Surgery  and 
Gynecology  and  others,  have  during  the  past  year  performed  many  of  the 
major  operations,  before  the  advanced  classes. 

Students  have  also  been  permitted  to  assist  in  the  dressing  of  wounds 
and  to  learn  all  the  technique  of  aseptic  surgery. 

A  daily  outdoor  clinic  is  also  held  under  the  supervision  of  the  Dean  of 
the  school  This  also  gives  students  unexcelled  advantages  for  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  a  great  variety  of  diseases.     No  hospital  fee  is  required. 

FEES  AND   EXPENSES. 

The  tuition  fee  is  $40.00,  payable  in  advance.  There  will  be  no  additional 
charges  for  laboratory  or  other  fees,  except  for  actual  breakage  in  the  labora- 
tories and  for  the  diploma. 

For  the  convenience  of  any  wishing  to  know  just  what  part  of  the  above 
expenses  it  will  be  necessary  to  incur  during  the  first  year's  attendance,  the 
following  estimate  is  given,  which  includes,  also,  all  the  books  needed  by 
the  first  year  student:

There  are  no 
dormitories  connected  with  the  school. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

I.  To  graduate,  the  candidate  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of 
age  and  possess  a  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  been  in  the  study  of  medicine  four  years. 

III.  He  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  medical  lectures,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  Institution. 

IV.  He  must  possess  the  literary  qualifications,  indicated  in  the  section 
on  admission. 

V.  He  must  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  various 
studies  of  the  course  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  department,  and  have 
paid  all  college  dues,  including  the  graduation  fee. 

VI.  The  exercises  of  the  Commencement  Program  will  be  arranged  by 
the  Faculty  and  positions  assigned  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  as 
the  Faculty  may  determine. 

The  authorities  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
student  with  the  school  at  any  time  on  the  ground  of  what  they  may  deem 
moral  or  mental  unfitness  for  the  profession.

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COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY. 


Owing  to  the  large  number  of  requests  for  a  Pharmaceutical  College, 
the  management  deemed  it  the  proper  time  to  organize  such  a  school  in 
connection  with  the  Medical  College.  Accordingly  a  capable  and  efficient 
Faculty  was  secured,  laboratory  accommodations  provided,  and  the  school 

was  opened  for  its  first  session  on  September  4.  1900. 


The  attendance  has  been  fully  up  to  the  expectations.      Four 
have  already  been  enrolled  and  the  second  class  to  complete  this  course  was 
graduated  at  the  close  of  this  session. 

There  is  a  large  and  constant  demand  for  competent  Pharmacists,  and 
there  is  perhaps  no  field  open  to  young  people  that  will  offer  so  certain  em- 
ployment and  as  good  an  income  as  that  of  Pharmacy.  The  demand  is  in- 
creasing and  it  will  be  many  years,  apparently,  before  the  field  will  be  crowded 
as  is  that  of  most  professions. 

These  are  facts  that  will  doubtless  appeal  to  many  in  the  selection  of 
their  professions. 

LABORATORIES. 

A  course  in  Pharmacy  must  necessarily  be  largely  laboratory  work. 
Recognizing  this,  most  complete  laboratories  for  work  in  Pharmacy,  Chem- 
istry and  Microscopy  have  been  equipped  for  this  course.  That  our  course 
is  efficient  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  our  students  of  even  the  first  and  second 
years  have  been  able,  with  no  other  instruction  than  that  gotten  here,  to 
pass  successfully  the  rigid  examinations  of  the  State  Boards. 

The  next  session  opens  on  September  26,  1905,  and  will  close  about  the 
middle  of  March,  1906.

EXPENSES. 

Tuition,  per  session $40  00 

This  includes  all  fees  except  the  Diploma  Fee  of  $10.00,  and  unnecessary 
breakage  and  waste  in  the  laboratories  which  will  be  charged  accordingly. 
Books  for  the  first  year  cost  about  $15.00.     All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance. 
REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

1.  The  applicant  must  be  at  least  21  years  old  and  of  good  moral 
character. 

2.  He  must  have  attended  some  regular  pharmaceutical  school  at  least 
three  sessions  of  28  weeks  _each,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this 
Institution. 

3.  He  must  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches 
laid  down  in  this  course  and  must  indicate  the  mental  and  moral  fitness  for 
the  assumption  of  places  of  responsibility. 

4.  He  must  have  paid  all  college  dues. 

Students  meeting  all  these  requirements  will  be  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  Pharmeceutical  Chemist.     (Ph.  C.) 

ADVANCED   STANDING. 

Graduates  in  Medicine  or  Denistry,  will  be  allowed  to  complete  the 
course  in  two  sessions.  Gradutes  of  recognized  literary  schools,  who  have 
had  facilities  for  instruction  and  who  on  entering  can  pass  an  examination 
on  three-fourths  of  the  work  of  the  first  year  may  also  complete  the  course 
in  two  sessions.     But  all  work  must  be  made  up  before  graduation.

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SARAH  GOODRIDGE  NURSE  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


(Formerly  Phyllis  Wheatly  Nurse  Training  School.) 

This  school  offers  two  courses  to  young  women,  one  mainly  theoretical, 
the  other  being  both  practical  and  theoretical.  By  this  arrangement  those 
who  can  devote  but  a  small  amount  of  time  to  the  subject  can  receive  valu- 
able information  and  training.  All  applicants  should  note  that  the  year  in 
a  Nurse  Training  School  is  one  of  twelve  months  instead  of  six  or  eight  as  in 
other  schools.     A  brief  vacation  is  given,  however,  during  the  summer. 


RESIDENT   NURSES. 

This  is  the  course  which  is  especially  intended  for  those  who  desire  to 
become  thoroughly  equipped  for  professional  service. 

Applicants  for  the  course  should  be  not  less  than  twenty  years  of  age. 
They  must  possess  a  good  English  education. 

A  limited  number  only  can  be  received  in  this  class,  applicants  should 
therefore  file  their  applications  early.  All  such  applications  are  kept  on  file 
and  as  vacancies  occur  they  are  filled  from  those  who  are  eligible. 

It  is  important  for  those  living  at  a  distance  to  make  all  arrangements 
for  entering  this  course  before  coming  to  the  city. 

Such  as  are  admitted  to  the  school  receive  free  tuition,  uniform,  board 
and  plain  washing.  Books,  underclothing  and  shoes  must  be  provided  by 
the  nurse.  During  the  two  years  of  training,  the  entire  time  and  services 
under  proper  regulations  ,  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hospital. 

All  applicants  are  at  first  admitted  on  probation,  which  period  may 
extend  from  one  to  three  months.  When  the  probationary  period  has  been 
satisfactorily  passed,  the  person  is  duly  enrolled  as  a  resident  nurse  and 
furnished  with  uniform. 

At  the  end  of  two  years,  after  satisfactory  examinations  have  been 
passed,  the  students  of  this  course  are  graduted  with  a  Diploma. 

The  exactions  made  upon  a  nurse  are  such  as  require  much  strength 
of  body  and  good  health,  together  with  a  patient,  forbearing  and  genial 
disposition.     Persons  not  possessing  these  qualifications  should  not  apply. 


OUTSIDE  NURSES  AND  SPECIAL  COURSE  IN  MIDWIFERY. 

Those  who  cannot  or  do  not  wish  to  reside  in  the  hospital  are  received 
into  the  course  of  theoretical  training. 

The  studies  pursued  are  Clara  Week's  Nurse-Training,  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Midwifery.  In  connection  with  the  recita- 
tions, frequent  exercises  of  a  practical  nature  are  introduced. 

Those  deisiring  to  become  mid-wives  will  find  this  course  to  be  especially 
suited  to  them. 

The  tuition  for  this  course  will  be  three  dollars  a  month,  payable  in 
advance.  Occasionally  it  may  be  possible  to  lend  assistance  in  the  hospital 
or  elsewhere  and  thus  reduce  the  amount  somewhat. 
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Those  completing  this  course  are  graduated  with  a  certificate.  The 
character  of  these  courses  is  such  as  to  commend  them  to  all  young  women, 
whether  they  ever  expect  to  follow  nursing  as  a  profession  or  not.  Few  In- 
deed there  are,  but  that  must  spend  a  part  of  their  time  in  the  sick  room,  and 
that  under  the  circumstances  where  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  care  of  the 
sick  would  be  of  inestimable  value  and  satisfaction. 

The  cost  of  the  books  for  the  first  year  is  $7.25.
